Manchester Guardian Sticks to

CAMPAIGN RENEWED 

WITH GREAT VIGOR 



Prospects of Three-Cornered 
Contests in Many Con- ' 
stituencies 



LONDON, Dec. 2S.— The editor of 
the Manchester Guardian refuses to 
accept the unnamed Canadian min- 
ister's repudiation of his alleged attack 
on Lord Lansdowne and the Unionist 
policy, and says its article is a per- 
fectly correct statement of' the views 
held and expressed by the Canadian 
minister. 

The Morning Post says: "Nothing 
should be more fata! to harmony and 
unity between the nations of the em- 
pire than the growth of a habit of in- 
terference in each other's affairs." It 
refuses to accept the assurances of 
the Guardian, '.hat the interview Is 
genuine, and quotes Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier's former utterances in favor of 
preference. It also says: "If any 
Canadian minister had expressed his 
opinions at the present time on the 
merits of the policies of the two Eng- 
lish parties. Sir Wilfrid Laurier would 
of course, insist on his immediate 
resignation."

Surveying the Held as a win,-;, rilne 
fhousanl one hundred speakers will be 
at work continuously during the next 
twenty days, the total number of 
speeches being 361.000 and the words 
spoken 1,756,000,000. The seven miU 
lion voters will receive at least sixteen 
million election addresses and sixteen 
million personal calls. 

The Standard gives the position of 
the Unionist candidates as follows: 
"All the constituencies in England, 
Scotland and Wales are now pro- 
vided witli Unionist candidates, with 
the exception of Durham (Mid), Dur- 
ham (Houghton-le-Sprlng), Leicester- 
shire (Bosworth). Cardiganshire and 
Kirkcaldy. It is to be feared that 
among the Unionists of Cardiganshire 
no candidate will be forthcoming, 
much to the disgust of all enthusiastic 
Unionists, who are strongly of the 
opinion that the seat ought to be 
fought. 

"No Radical candidates down to last 
night had been adopted for the follow- 
ing constituencies: City of London (2 
seats), Holborn, Kensington (South), 
St. Georges Hanover Square, Birming- 
ham (YVest), Wigan, Bury St. Ed- 
munds, Durham City, Grantham, Sus- 
sex (Horsham), and the universities of 
Oxford, Cambridge, Glasgow, Aberdeen, 
Edinburgh and St. Andrew's. 

"There are eight constituencies in 
which three cornered contests are like- 
ly to endanger what otherwise would 
be safe Unionist seats. These are: 
South Deptford, Marylebone (East), 
Bristol (North), Canterbury, Lincoln, 
Reading, Oxford University (2 seats), 
Holderness (Yorkshire). In Southamp- 
ton, a. two-member constituency, there 
are three Unionist candidates and only 
one Radical. 

■•'Despite the exertions of the Liberal 
party to avert three-cornered contests 
by the adoption of both Liberal and 
Labor candidates, they have not been 
successful In more than a dozen cases. 
Such a division of forces is threatened 
in 70 constituencies, six in London, 
52 in the provinces, .'! in Wales, and 15 
in Scotland. 

Multitude of Posters 

With walls and fences covered with 
highly colored posters and placards, 
London is being turned into a vast 
picture gallery. Tories can claim more 
artistic work for their posters than 
can Liberals. Among the new phrases 
exhibited aro the following: " 
' "Radicals should again labor in the 
Transvaal." 

"Radicals don't shout Chinese pork 
for British. Why?" 

."Who shouted for Chinese slavery? 
The Radicals." 



"Who shouted for Chinese pork,?" 

"Have you heard of Radical free 
trade Chinese pork?" 

Ben Tillett, a well known trade 
unionist leader, in the "Leader" pro- 
tests strongly against tho surrender 
of Labor— to .Liberalism. He says 
mutual arrangements aro not only a 
surrender of principle but a betrayal 
of trust and authority. 

A well known Liberal is credited 
with saying- that a halt loaf is better 
than no bread, and it is better to havo 
a majority of Socialists and Labor men 
than no majority at all. . 

It is feared that through injury to 
his knee, Lord Mllnor will bo unable 
to address any meetings for a fort- 
night. 

Party Chances 

A modest article In the Morning 
Post expresses the view that London 
and the home counties ave safe. It es- 
timates that the following will be tho 
result of the election: Unionists, 27S; 
Liberals, 2G0; Nationalists, 83; Labor, 
40. 

The Post editorially thinks that the 
raising of tho constitutional Issue lias 
been a failure and urges the Union- 
ists to bring tariff reform to the front 
vigorously on every occasion and vlc- 
tory will then be assured. 

The Dally News thinks the Liberal 
prospects In London are much brighter 
than a month back. ' 

The Liberal has withdrawn his can- 
didature in East Manchester and tho 
Socialist from South Bristol, thus leav- 
ing a straight light in those constitu- 
encies. 

muFu^lIy injurious 

White and Black Races Living Side 
By Side Convey Diseases to Each 
Other. 

BOSTON, Dec. 2S.— "It Is an unnatu- 
ral biological condition to have two 
closely allied species of animals living 
sldo by sldo In tho same area," said 
Dr. Charles W. Stiles of the United 
States public health and marine hospi- 
tal service, In an address on the hook 
worm problem beforo the American so- 
ciety for the advancement of science to- 
night. 

'The white man has brought dis- 
eases from Europe which are deadly to 
the blacks, and tho negro has brought 
certain diseases from Africa which are 
spreading with serious results to the 
whites," added Dr. Stiles. Ho thought 
tho now movement towards more mod- 
ern sanitation In the south would in 
time overcome tho handicap resulting 
from two alien- races living side by 
side. 

.More than thirty division meetings 
marked the second day of the conven- 
tion of scientists. The address by Dr. 
Stiles was one of tho most Important.

Proposed Construction of Fifty 
Miles of Kootenay Central 
Next Year 



VANCOUVER, Dec. 2S.— At the re- 
cent conference of western officials of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, in Win- 
nipeg, an appropriation, subject to the 
approval of the board of directors, Was 
made providing for the onstructlon of 
fifty miles of the Kootenay Central 
railway next year. There is every 
reason to believe that the grant will 
be ratified. 

It is proposed to start work early In 
March at or near Wardner station on 
| tho Crow's Nest Pass Railway. Tcn- 
| deru will likely be called for early in 
February. 

Tho new line will open up one of tho 
most fertile agricultural and fruit- 
growing districts in the interior, in- 
cluding the famed Windermere Y r nlIoy. 
The route extends north through the 
Kootenay Valley and thence via the 
Columbia Y r alley to Golden, a distance 
of IliO miles. Completed surveys show 
maximum gradients not to exceed four- 
tenths of one per cent. 

The C. P. R. owns In both valleys 
land grants aggregating two hundred 
thousand acres, most of which Is avail- 
able for agricultural or fruit-growing 
purposes. A number of pioneer ranch- 
ers have already demonstrated the 
fruit-growing possibilities of the dis- 
trict.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.— Com- 
mander Shipley at Bluellelds in a 
despatch dated yesterday that the re- 
ports hitherto sent out regarding the 
number of killed and wounded, pris- 
oners taken, etc., at the recent battle 
at Rama were much exaggerated, and 
that the ammunition captured 
amounted to only about 100,000 rounds 
and the killed to not more than 500.

1-100 prisoners of war since December 
24 and moro are to arrive. 



NEW CRISIS 



Grand Vizier Hilmi Pasha and 
His Ministers Forced to 
Resign 



HAVE KEPT OFFICE 

SINCE FEBRUARY 



Resignation Said to Be Due to 
Dissatisfaction of Young 
Turks 



CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 2S.— Hllml 
Pasha, the Grand Vizier, resigned to- 
day. Tho immediate cause of tho resig- 
nation Is not known. But more than 
oaco recently there have been attempts 
in the chamber to overturn the minis- 
try. It Is believed that the Committee 
of Union and Progress has decided upon 
a change In the ministry, because they 
have arrived at the conclusion that tho 
accusations against the former grand 
vizier, Kiamil Paslm, which caused his 
resignation, were unjust. 

Tho whole Turkish cabinet resigned 
this evening following the resignation 
of Hilml Pasha, tho grand vizier, who 
withdrew from tho ministry earlier in 
tho day. It Is reported that serious 
conflicts have occurred at Bagdad, but 
this Is not confirmed. 

Hllml Pasha was appointed grand 
vizier by the Sultan on the resignation 
of Kiamil Pasha on February 14, 1909, 
and the new cabinet was constituted on 
May 5th. Soon after Its formation the 
chamber of deputies and senate, with 
scarcely a dissenting voice, voted con- 
Ildenco in the ministry, after the gov- 
ernment's policy was explained. This 
policy included tho enforcing of econo- 
mies to meet the llnancial deficit and 
tho eradication of the elements which 
led to the Aduna outbreaks. 

The Committee of Union and Pro- 
gress, which was tho moving splr 1 * in 
tho overthrow of the Sultan, ban, siv.a 
tho change In tho administration oc- 
curred, retained a firm grip on -the gov- 
ernment machinery, and thero havo 
been rumors since the early part of 
September that tho cabinet would re- 
sign or be forced out of . office. More 
recently the commltteo demanded the 
resignation of tho minister of public 
works, and the demand was complied 
with. There has kcea much active op- 
position also in the chamber to the 
grand vizier, whose programme did not 
satisfy the wishes of tho young Turks. 

Queen's Own Rifles Jubilee. 

TORONTO, Dec. 28. — The Queen'B 
Own Rifles at a meeting in Sir Henry 
Pellatt's house this evening decided on 
a big celebration on the 50th anniver- 
sary of the regiment on June 19 next. 
The celebration will be a big affair, 
lasting several days, and old members 
of tlie regiment from all parts of tho 
world are expected to be present. 

Coal Near Calgary. 

CALGARY, Doc. 28. — It is reported 
that Bow Centre Collieries, Limited, a 
three million dollar company, has been 
organized for the purpose of working 
Vow Y'ulley coal lands situated near 
Brooks. Mr. Weldon, of Y'ancouver, a 
representative of the company, is in 
the city, and reports that his compnny 
wlll be able to supply coal at an ap- 
proximate charge of 90 cents per ton 
f. o. b. at Brooks. Mr. Weldon re- 
ports that the coal to be mined Is of 
a semi-bituminous nature, and will 
rank high as domestic coal. '"The gov- 
ernnsent report on the coal seams dis- 
covered this season In the vicinity of 
Brooks while well drilling shows that 
the coal is a very fine quality of lig- 
nite, with only a small percentage of 
ash. An outcrop exists in the vicinity 
that shows a seam five feet thick. 
Samples of this coal have also been 
sent to the government for report. 



Now Regime in Belgium. 

BRUSSELS. Dec. 2S.— King Albert 
has accepted tho resignation of Count 
Oultremont, the grand marshal of. the 
court. Tills stop is regarded as the 
precursor of tho retirement of the late 
King's entire entourage. The King and 
Queen Elizabeth will take up their 
residence at the Laoken castle next 
week.

Draughtsman Arrested With

LONDON, Dec. 2S.— The wholesale 
theft of Wireless plans, models and 
sketches, which In tlie hands of an 
expert, would reveal all tlie workings 
and Innermost secrets of the wireless 
service of the British navy, is charged 
against Richard Knowlden, who was 
placed on trial at Portsmouth today. 
Knowlden Is a draughtsman attached 
to the torpedo school ship Vernon, in 
his cabin were found no less than 
eighty plans for wireless Improvements 
and certain books of the confident 
elm factor which are issued to officers 
only. 

The authorities attach great Impor- 
tance to the arrest of the accused man 
as they contend that if tho documents 
abstracted from the Y r ernon had reach- 
ed foreign governments all the labor 
of recent years given to the perfection 
of the wireless system of the British 
navy would have been rendered prac- 
tically fruitless.

Fine Weather in Alberta 

CALGARY', Dec. 28.— Ideal weather 
conditions, the wonder of eastern and 
American visitors, continue to exist, 
hero. A chlnook has tempered the all" 
until It feels like early spring days. 
Visitors from other sections of the 
continent state that weather condi- 
tions such as exist here are only pos- 
sible in southern Alberta. 



PITTSBURG, PA., Dec. 2S. — With 
tons of ice piled high against the piers 
of bridges spanning tho Ohio river 
here and at points below Pittsburg, 
river, traffic lias been entirely aban- 
doned. 

It is estimated that 10,000,000 bush- 
els of coal have been diverted from 
the usual river transportation to sou- 
thern points, and cars are being asked 
for from all railroads by coal opera- 
tors, who realize that it may be weeks 
before tho packet owners can again 
transport coal fleets down the Ohio. 

Packet stations below Pittsburg re- 
port unprecedented lee gorges. At 
East Liverpool, Ohio, |ce has jammed 
against the stone abutments of the old 
county wooden bridge to such an ex- 
tent that the authorities are arrang- 
ing to break- the pack with dynamite. 
At Stubenvllle, Ohio, the Pennsylvania 
railroad cantilever bridge in course of 
construction is being watched dav and 
night. 

At Wheeling, W, Va., river men re- 
port danger to craft in that harbor. 
From Wheeling to New Martinsville, 
W. Va., a distance of 35 miles, a solid 
sheet of ice marks the course of the 
Ohio river. 

CINCINNATI, OHIO, Dee. 2S.— The 
river was gorged with ice at two 
points below here today, and unless 
warmer weather sets in and causes 
a break, millions of dollars' worth of 
floating property along the river in 
this vicinity will be in danger. 

Claim of $50,000,000, 

NEW Y'ORK, Dec. 28.— An argument 
bristling with ante-bellum history and 
later incidt nti of the civil war in Y'ir- 
ginla and YVcst Virginia, involving a 
claim of $50,000,000 by Virginia against 
the latter state, was heard today be- 
fore C. E. Llttlefleld, as .special master 
in equity of the United States supreme 
court. Tho case is to determine the 
question of tlie apportionment of the 
internal debt of Virginia" at tho time 
When West Virginia was a part of the 
Old Dominion. 



BOSTON, Dec. 28.— The discovery 
today of the wreck of the big five- 
masted schooner Davis Palmer, which 
sank with twelve men ' on Sunday 
morning near Devil's Back buoy, at 
the entrance of Broad sound, was fol- 
lowed by the report of another wreck 
throe miles distant in the outer har- 
bor. This second victim of the great 
storm which swept New England Sat- 
urday night and Sunday was seen by 
Capt. Kemp, of tho tug Ariel, who as- 
serts that ho saw three masts of a 
largo schooner projecting above tho 
water about a mile and a half north 
east of the gas buoy on tjis Graves. 
Two of the masts were surmounted by 
gilt balls and had their, booms and 
gaffs still attached. 

The Palmer's masts also bore gilt 
balls, and although Capt. Kemp lo- 
cates the vessel three 'miles east of tho 
wreck of the Palmer, some marine 
men. think lie may havo been mistaken 
in his bearings and that ho saw the 
Palmer's mast. Seafaring men who 
believe the captain is not in error are 
discussing tho possibility of a colli- 
sion between the Palmer and an un- 
known schooner. The finding of many 
bundles of shingles and of three yawls 
In the harbor soon after the storm 
abated they regard as supporting the 
theory of a collision. 

Probably the last person to see tho 
Palmer beforo she sank was Capt. 
Sookainp. of tho barge . Ilopatong, 
which docked at Lynn today from Ho- 
boken. He reported passing tho Pal- 
mer at a mile and a half off Cape 
Cod lato on Christmas afternoon. At 
that time the Palmer's crew were on 
deck singing and celebrating the holi- 
day in true sea fashion. 

Y'esterday's roll of wrecks was In- 
creased today. Tho schooner Ada K. 
Damon, tho solo support «f her aged 
master, Capt. A. K. Brewster, of Y'ork, 
Maine, went ashore at Castle Hall 
beach, near Ipswich. Siio will probab- 
ly bo a total loss. Her crow reached 
shore safely. The schooner Maud S., 
owned by Abljah Curtis, of Surrey, 
Maine, sprang a leak while in winter 
quarters and sank at East Surrey In 
three fathoms. 

In Chelsea, where a tidal wave broico 
a dyke and flooded the homes of 2,000 
or more people, a high tide today 
opened tho new break. Many of tho 
cellars on higher ground which had 
been pumped out by firo engines wero 
again flooded. It will be weeks beforo 
tho people in tho eighty acres which 
aro under water every tide will bo 
ablo to return to their homes. 

Long Island Damage. 

NEYV Y'ORK, Dec. 2S.— YVhen com- 
munication, interrupted by the Christ- 
mas storm, was reopened with tlie 
easterly end of Long Island today, it- 
developed that tho storm damage thero 
was far moro serious than had been 
thought. The sweep of water from 
tho sea in the highest tide on record 
assumed almost tho proportions of a 
tidal wave in tho eastern bays. Greens- 
port, Riverhead and other towns suf- 
fered heavily. Families living on tho 
waterfront had to fleo to tho second 
stories of their dwellings and were 
rescued by means of rowboats. At 
Sound Beach, cottages were wrecked 
by tho waves and somo of them wero 
washed completely away.

OTTAWA, Dec. 2S. — It is understood 
that the government, witli the ap- 
proval of parliament, lias agreed to 
pay $250,000 for the British second- 
class cruiser Rainbow, which is to bo 
used as a training ship for tlie Can- 
adian navy. This amount includes tho 
cost of repairs now being made in 
Great Britain* The Rainbow was 
built in 1891 at a cost of $910,000. 

LONDON, Dec. 28— It is stated that 
the cost of refitting the cruiser Rain- 
bow, which Is to be taken over by the 
Canadian government for fishery pro- 
tection and training purposes, will 
amount to some £ 14, 000 sterling.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2S.— Kev. W. F. Bo- 
viok, a post graduate divinity .student 
at the University of Chicago, will prob- 
ably suffer the amputation of both 
feet, as tho result of his courageous ef- 
fort to walk twelve miles through a 
driving snowstorm last Sunday night In- 
order to reach the Christmas celebra- 
tion of a little Baptist church at. 
Y'orkville. A pathetic feature of the 
minister's misfortune lies in the fact 
that ho might have boon saved from 
the suffering had he not been turned 
away from tho door of a farmer's house 
at which lie had applied for slielteri and 
assistance after ho hud become ex- 
hausted In t;fio deep snow and felt he 
was freezing. 



Madison Square Garden Sold. 

NEYV Y'ORK, Dec. 28— Madison 
Square Garden, designed by the late. 
Stanford White, and erected at a cost 
of $3,000,000, lias been sold to a real 
estate syndicate and will be replaced 
with a modern office building shortly, 
according to a report in realty circles 
today, Tho property has been on the 
market for some' time at $3,000,000. As 
an Investment the garden has not 
proven 1 profitable.

MONTREAL, Dec. 2S.*-The move of 
the Grand Trunk Rnllway to establish 
a freight station In the east end of 
Montreal is declared to bo the first 
step for 'a new station not only for the

this city. Provision is made in the

Montreal, and it is now stated that 
the move of tho Grand Trunk to have 
an eastern station here is of wider 
meaning than was supposed, hi fact, 
that it would turn out to be n link 
cotinectinj; the city with the G. T. P.

They 
had pistols and knives gnlore. also 
liquors, and before the steamer had 
been out long they had lost most of 
their money by gambling. In order 
to recoup themselves thoy held auc- 
tions of clothing and effects, and these 
auctions were interesting affairs. 

Many of them were in league with 
the butcher and secured extras, but 
not enough to satisfy them. A live 



cow had been carried and when it was 
butchered there was a plot to steal 
some of tho ment. A quarter of beef 
was stolen, and when Gapti Congleton 
was notified ho called all bands Into 
the 'tween deck and a search was made. 
Ultimately the (martcr of beef was 
discovered, hidden away down in tho 
hold, but the thieves were not found. 
There wen? a number of old time resi- 
dents of Victoria on board the Robert 
Lowe, Mrs. Spencer, wife of David 
Silencer of Spencer's Arcade; William 
Andean and the lady to whom ho was 
engaged during the voyage and mar- 
ried soon after landing; Mrs. Capt. 
MeCulIough; the lato Dr. Ash, and 
Judge Woods, who practised here and 
was attorney genera] of British Colum- 
bia, being later appointed judge at 
Ceylon. Mrs. Shakespeare came out 
on a sailing vessel, the Napoleon III, 
which landed at Esquimalt on Jan- 
uary 10, 1864. 

Goes to Nanaimo 

After landing from the Robert Lowe, 
Postmaster Shakespeare went to Na- 
naimo where he entered the employ of 
tho late Robert Dunsmulr, manager of 
the Vancouver Island Coal Mines, as 
a coal weigher at the pit head of No. 
3 shaft. Later he went into the mine. 
On tho arrival of Mrs. Shakespeare- he 
moved to Victoria and worked in tho 
photographic gallery of Mr. Fardon, 
photographer, and after learning the 
trade, went into photography business 
In Victoria, many oldtlmers having 
been photographed at his gallery. W. 
W. Walker, but yesterday reminded 
him of making a photograph 3S years 
ago. His gallery was adjoining the 
old Colonist building on Government 
street. Many were the positions he 
has since occupied. Ho worked a press 
when the Daily Standard was publish- 
ed, a newspaper which has long ceased 
publication, nnd for some years ho de- 
livered the paper, which was edited by 
tho late Amor de Cosmos. 

As a supporter of Amor de Cosmos 
Mr. Shakespeare took an active part 
in polities in those days, and elections 
were lively then. He served for four 
years as councillor — they were coun- 
cillors instead of aldermen then — and 
was mayor of Victoria in 1S82. He 
was elected as representative of Vic- 
toria. In the House of Parliament at 
Ottawa In 1SS2 and was re-elected for 
a second term, sitting until 1SS7 when 
he returned to Victoria and became 
postmaster, Ills commission being dated 
from December 27th, 1SS7. 

For twenty-one years he has held 
the post of postmaster. Other posts 
which he has filled include president 
o:' the B, C, Mutual Fire Insurance Co., 
president of the defunct Mechanics In- 
stitute which had its headquarters in 
tho building nflYv used as a bowling 
alley on Fort street;' president of the 
Agricultural Society; president of tho 
Y.M.C.A., and for eight years he. was 
president of the provincial branch of 
the ' International Sunday School as- 
sociation; for two years he was Grand 
Chief Templar of the Independent 
Order of flood Templars, his territory 
Including Washington as well as Brit- 
ish Columbia, while. for twelve years 
ho.ihns been nui>eriiitendont of Metho- 
diet Sunday schools.

ATTEMPTED MURDER

Charge Laicf Against Eugene Cullity 
Connection With Cutting 
Affair. 



j VANCOUVER, Dec. 28.— All adjourn- 
I ment until tomorrow was granted by 
I Acting Magistrate South .this morning 
In the attempted minder charge laid 
against Eugene Cullity, a oeattlo clerk, 
Who is charged with stabbing Hay Sill- 
ier, of Portland. Ore., during an alter- 
cation In the latter's room In the Man- 
itoba hotel, Christmas eve. Miller Is 
in (lie general hospital and Is expected 
to recover, though It may bo several 
days before his condition will warrant 
removing him from the hospital to the 
courtroom. . ... 

Tlie evidence of Frank Gates, of 
Portland, who Is soliciting for a local 
savings bank Institution, was taken this 
morning. lie said he and Miller mot a 
man named Poole in the Fountain hotel 
and Poole Introduced Cullity. All four 
were drinking heavily. When the sa- 
loon closed at 1 o'clock in the morning 
Miller Invited all to his room in the 
Manitoba, where more drinks could bo 
sfcured. Two bottles of beer were or- 
dered, but neither Miller nor Poole 
drank any more. Poole was so drunk 
ho lay down on the bed and wont to 
sleep. Miller undressed and also went 
to bed. 

Cullity wanted to leave the room, but 
the door was locked and the key could 
not bo found. Then Gates telephoned 
lor the bellboy, and while he was still 
talking with the office he turned and 
saw Cullity and Miller locked in a des- 
perate struggle on the bed. Both men 
were bleeding. Cuillty's right hand 
grasped a knife and Miller was cling- 
ing desperately to the hand with the 
knife. 

Gates then took a hand and dragged 
the two men to the lloor. A well-di- 
rected blow from lilm took the fight out 
of Cullity and he gave up the knife. 
The bellboy arrived in time to witness 
some of the trouble then the police 
were called. 

Ball has been refused Cullity, as it is 
not certain that his alleged victim will 
recover.

FINISH SCHOOLS 



School Board Finds Its Estim- 
ate of Cost Falls Short of 
Requirements 



That the school board when It ask- 
ed the city for funds wherewith to 
erect the George Jay school, at the cor- 
ner of Chambers street and Queens 
avenue, and the Moss Street school, 
corner of Moss street and Fairfield 
road, fell decidedly short in its esti- 
mate of the amount actually required 
was demonstrated at last night's spec- 
ial meeting of the board. The chair- 
man of the board, Trustee George Jay, 
reported that over and above the am- 
ount now at the disposal of trie board 
with which to prosecute the worlc on 
both schools a sum estimated at about 
$25,000 will be required. 

Taking into., account the amount of 
the contracts which have been let on 
both schools, and deducting therefrom 
the amounts already, paid on such con- 
tracts, and also taking into account 
the amount which will have to be paid 
for the heating plant at the Moss 
Street school, the contract for which 
lias not vet been let but the cost of 
which will probably bo at least $0,000 
and also making allowance for archi- 
tect's fees, nearly $20,000 more will be 
required. And this is not taking Into 
account what will be necessary for 
extras nor the money needed to re- 
munerate the clerk of works on each 
school. In fact Trustee Jay believed 
that $25,000. could safely be estimated 
as- the shortage which must be made 
up before the two schools are fully 
completed and ready for occupancy. 

Trustee Jay suggested that the city 
council which is now considering a 
bylaw for $184,000 for school purpos- 
es to be placed before the electors at 
the forthcoming civic elections be re- 
quested to include the above amount In 
the measure. If the money be not 
raised now it will mean that the hoard 
will have to pot in a request for an ex- 
traordinary appropriation touiu'd.s tlit!) 
end of January when another bylaw 
will have to be" submitted to the rate- 
payers and the whole might as well 
be asked of the public in one bylaw. 
It was, Trustee Jay admitted, an un- 
fortunate state of affairs but he had 
presented the facts and some remedy 
must be secured. 

Trustee Rkldell pointed out that It 
will take a considerable amount to 
fix up the grounds of the two schools 
and Trustee Christie stated that as 
the debentures, should the bylaw pass, 
would probably sell at a discount, a 
sum greater than the actual $25,000 In 
arrears should be asked for. Accord- 
ingly the city council will be request- 
ed to amend the present bylaw by 
making provision for a further sum of 
$30,000. The bylaw as It now reads 
calls for the raising of $184,000 but 
the amount actually asked for by the 
board Is $174,000 of which $150,000 is 
for the purchase of a new site and- 
the erection thereon of a new High 
School; $14,000 for the addition to the 
Victoria West school of four looms 
and $10,000 for the erection of a frame 
school on the site recently purchased 
at the corner of Bank street and 
Eelghton hoad. The extra $10,000 is to 
provide for possible discount In the 
debentures though. If the amount se- 
cured Is more than $174,000 the board 
will not get the surplus. The same 
will hold good for the $30,000 to be 
asked for and only the $25,000 actu- 
ally required by the hoard to complete 
the two new schools will be available. 
Accordingly the full amount which the 
board Is actually asking for is $1?9,000 
though the bylaw will read for $214,000.

This gives a total of (i70 seats, so 
that to have a majority of one in the 
new [louse, the Conservatives must 
elect two members for every one they 
had in the last House. An estimate 
made on the 22nd. inst. was that the 
Conservatives would gain 70 seats out- 
side of London, and the list was as fol- 
lows:

A 
telegram of yesterday gave an estimate 
of the result made by the London 
Morning Post, which needless to say is 
very strongly Conservative. This was 
as follows:

Tliis of course will mean that the 
government will be sustained, for as 
against the Counservatives Mr. As- 
qulth could count upon both the Labor 
and Nationalist votes. .Must Canadi- 
ans will hope that the Conservative 
or the Liberal vote will be larger than 
the Post estimates. It would at this 
distance seem desirable that one of 
the two great parties should carry at 
least ,'!00 seats. Such a forecast as 
the Post gives would ensure the pass- 
ing of the Lloyd-George Budget und 
of measures intended to curb the pow- 
ers of the House of Lords; but it 
would leave too great powers In the 
hands of the Nationalists, for although 
we all would like to see a wise adjust- 
ment made of tile points of difference 
between Ireland and the United King- 
dom, none of us desires that tho Nat- 
ionalists shall lie in a position to dic- 
tate terms. Mr. Asiiuith in ids speech 
at Albert Hall thus stated the position 
of his government on the Irish ques- 
tion : 

Speaking on behalf Of i he Govern- 
ment in March of last year, a week 
before my accession to the office of 
Prime Minister, I described Ireland as 
the one undeniable failure of British 
statesmanship. 1 repeat here tonight 
what 1 said then, speaking on behalf ol' 
my colleagues, and. I believe, of my 
party. The solution of the problem can 
be found only in fine way — by a policy 
which, while explicitly safeguarding 
the supreme and indefeasible authority 
■of the- Imperial Parliament, will set up 
in Ireland a system of full self-gov- 
ernment in regard to purely Irisli af- 
fairs. There is not, and there cannot 
he, any question of separation. There 
Is not and cannot lie any question of 
rival or competing supremacies. But, 
subject to those conditions, that Is the 
Liberal policy. For reasons which 1 
believe to be adequate the present par- 
liament was disabled In advance from 
proposing any such solution. But in 
the now House of Commons the hands 
of the Liberal Government and the 
Liberal majority will be In this matter 
entirely free. 

It. is proper to add that the Liberal 
leaders are very confident of securing 
a clear majority of the House over 
Conservatives, Nationalists and Labor- 
itcs. Necessarily all forecasts are 
likely to bo erroneous so far in advance 
of the election. The Conservatives 
are strong In newspaper support, but 
they are wealc In platform power, and 
to add to their embarrassment In this 
respect, Mr. Balfour is not yet able 
to take part, in the fight and Lord 
M liner Is also out of it at least tem- 
porarily. , 



drift towards war between Japnn and 
the European power, and a despatch 
of yesterday afternoon said that tho 
Russian foreign minister is likely to 
be forced out of office because he has 
let things got into such a condition. 
It has been the opinion of a groat 
many people that the peace between 
tho two powers was only temporary, 
and that sooner or later there would 
be a renewal of the struggle for su- 
premacy In Eastern Asia. The policy 
of the. late Prince Ito made Japan a 
mainland power, for it practically 
added Korea to the Mikado's realm. 
This extends Japanese territory to 
within a short distance of Vladivos- 
tock, and gives her control of the 
whole ocean front of Manchuria. That 
the Japanese will rest content witli the 
present limits of their territory is Hard 
to believe, and the statement made in 
yesterday's news article that an early 
advance upon Vladivostock itself was 
to be expected is only what might 
naturally bo expected. Japan can 
never feel quite secure until she is in 
possession of the whole western lit- 
toral of the Sea of Japan. This -{he 
ownership of the Russian port just 
named would carry with it, for there 
is no harbor between that city and the 
mouth of the Amur, which is north 
of the Sea of Japan. It is easy to 
believe it to be unthinkable by a Japr 
anese statesman that Russia will be 
permitted to establish and maintain a 
great fortified post that will dominate 
the Inland Sea, and make tho Tsar the 
virtual ruler of all .Manchuria. States- 
manship dictates that this sea shall be 
in fact as well as in name "tho Sea 
of Japan." The growing millions of 
Japan need room and there is no place 
for them except in Manchuria. Rus- 
sia will have to give way. She cannot 
hope to maintain her frontier intact 
against such a resourceful and persis- 
tent opponent. 



DEFINING THE ISSUE 

In order that readers may have an 
idea of how the issue now before tho 
people of the U nUed Kingdom is re- 
garded in Liberal circles the following 
extract from the Manchester Guardian 
is given: 

When Mr. Lewis Hareourt said tho 
other day that the Peers had pro- 
claimed a class war perhaps many 
thought lie was putting it too strongly, 
power will think so now that the 
Birmingham Daily Post— authenticated 
last night, by Mr. Chamberlain— has 
let out the secret of the taxes which 
the Lords and tho disloyal minority in 
the Commons would have substituted 
for Mr. Lloyd- George's If the revolu- 
tion had prospered. What we have to 
put down is (1) an attempt to transfer 
the power of the purse from the House 
that the voters uontrol to the House 
that they do not control, and (2) an 
attempt to put an end to the propor- 
tional taxation of rich and poor and to 
transfer a great mass of taxation from 
land to industry and trade, and from 
Uie very rich to the moderately well- 
to-do and the poor. The Standard, in 
fact, has confessed that It. was intended 
to raise in taxes on food "about 
.CS.fiOO.OOO, at least £0,000,000 of which 
would be taken from the wages of the 
workers." It Is certainly not mere rhe- 
toric to call this double attack an 
act of class war on the part of the 
Lords. It is not merely a war under-, 
taken in defence of such' unfair class 
privileges as Mr. Lloyd-George illus- 
trated yesterday at Carnarvon by the 
celebrated ease of tho' Castle and the 
tailor's shop in Cardiff. It is a war of 
class conquest and acquisition, waged 
in tile iirst place to oust the middle and 
working classes from their control of 
finance and of Ministries, and tin: 
King in Council from ills right of dis- 
solving Parliaments at discretion, and 
In the second place to extract from the 
middle and working classes. when 
ousted from power, a great war In- 
demnity by taking many millions of 
taxation oft the very rich and imposing 
them and many other millions besides 
upon manufacturers and traders, pro- 
fessional and business men of all kinds, 
clerks and workmen — in fact, upon "the 
enemy" in tile class war. 

It so happens that nearly all the 
great English dailies are on tho side 
of the Opposition, and the Associated 
Press telegrams, which are always 
framed so as to favor opposition to the 
British government, no matter what 
party is in power, only send out. as a 
rule, the opinions expressed by the 
journals supporting the Conservative 
party. The above extract from the 
Guardian will show Die intense nature 
oi' the issue as it is being presented by 
the friends of the government.

A SHATTERED IDOL 

It was only a week or so ago that 
our good friends south of the Inter- 
national Boundary' Line were satisfied 
that there was no one in the world 
who was quli" such a credit to tho 
land of the Stars and Stripes, as Dr. 
Cook. When some people in other 
parts ol' the world ventured to suggest 
that perhaps, before deifying the 
Doctor, it might lie well to let him 
prove his case. I hey were disused of 
by tho statement that they were 
naturally jealous of his achievement; 
and even when some of his own coun- 
trymen said that they knew him to be 
a fakir of the first class, they were 
denounced as malicious slanderers, 
who for some purpose of their own 
were desirous of wrestling from him 
his hard- won fame. Just now the New 
York press cannot find hard enough 
words to say about him. The Herald 
points with a good deal of satisfaction 
to file fact that, while it "boosted" tho 
Doctor for all It was able in its news 
columns, editorially It was careful not 
to commit Itself; but the other papers 
are not quite so moderate as tho fol- 
lowing extracts from their editorial 
columns will show. 

The "Times" says : — Various will be 
the emotions of men who read tho 
complete and final exposure of that 
Intrepid liar, Dr. V. A. Cook. The 
world of science and learned bodies 
were incredulous from the beginning; 
they either put themselves in the at- 
titude of awaiting proof;; or openly 
flouted the impostor's story. Great 
numbers of men who are not of tho 
world of science or of learned bodies 
from the first regarded the narrative 
of Cook's Polar Journeying with sus- 



picion. Tills was tho case with a 
large part of the newspaper press. To 
all persons who from the first regarded 
Cook witli wariness and suspicion tho 
Copenhagen report brings tho satis- 
faction of knowing that their doubts 
were justified. 

Tho "Tribune" says:— Fitly to char- 
acterize the offence of which Cook lias 
been guilty is not easy. His inten- 
tions when ho left home for the Arc- 
tic may have been honest, but It is 
clear that at length ho resolved to at- 
tempt a colossal deception. He has 
not succeeded, but he must be judged 
by his purpose. 

The "Sun" says:— As the first man 
at tho North Pole Cook may have been 
an utter myth, but he had two months 
of sunshine and Success as a hold and 
complacent impostor. 

The "American" says:— No sane man 
could fail to know that sooner or later, 
he would be found out, and that no 
mere passing glory, however radiant 
and satisfying, could compensate for 
the awful Isolation of contempt and 
Ignominy which would be his llnal end. 
Today Cook is a man without a coun- 
try—an alien and an Ishmael In every 
land. „ 

The "Evening Sun" says:— Now that 
Cook's "proofs" have been demonstrat- 
ed to be wholly worthless, it is very 
proper to liken his case to that of 
Louis de Rougemont. May it not bo 
that that more or less logically con- 
structed story of Cook was the mani- 
festation of a more or less systematized 
delusion? That he used plausible argu- 
ments is no proof that he is a common 
humbug, for it is well known that m 
certain abnormal mental states a great 
deal of ingenuity may be used to justi- 
fy the most extravagant fancies. Cook 
was too hastily acclaimed as the dis- 
coverer of the North Pole. Let us not 
be too hasty in acclaiming him the 
prince of impostors. Let it bo remem- 
bered "that Insane delusions are 
caricatures of the time and place whero 
they an; developed." 

So much for the New York papers. 
Dr. Cook's legal adviser, who is also 
his personal friend, admits that he 
made upwards of $100,000 out of the 
sale of letters to newspapers and from 
his lectures, and he adds that the dis- 
credited explorer has money enough 
to spend the rest of his days In ease 
and comfort. The New York Board of 
Aldermen is about to rescind the vote 
granting him the freedom of the. city, 
hut that will not do him any particular 
amount of harm. Knud Rasmussen. 
the Danish explorer, who was the 
Doctor's most earnest champion, says 
of him: "Cook is an impudent cheat. 
No schoolboy could make such foolish 
calculations as he did. He has killed 
himself." This may be regarded as 
ending the incident, which will bo long 
remembered as the most bare-faced 
attempt to deceive the world ever made 
by an explorer. 

Sir George Reld is going to London 
as Australia's first High Commissioner. 
The office carries with it a salary of 
$15,000 and $10,000 for an official resi- 
dence. It occurs to us that this Is 
hardly sufficient remuneration for 
such a post, especially as the great 
wealth of Lord Strathcona, who repre- 
sents Canada in a similar . capacity, 
makes the matter of pay immaterial to 
him. Doubtless Sir George is not with- 
out private means.

Genest, also attached 
to the same office, is a parallel one) 
One T. U. Wallace was recently sent 
In from the outside and attached to 
the public works department And It 
is a well-known fact that a number of 
the dismissed officials refused to con- 
tribute to Congdon's campaign fund 
last election at the demand of the 
party machine. There are many of- 
llces in the Yukon that could be much 
more easily dispensed with than those 
of the discharged officials. For In- 
stance, there Is the sheriff's office, 
which costs the country $10,001) per 
year for work that could very easily bo 
intended to by the mounted police de- 
partment."

Jail. 

The career of Hugh MeLaehlan as 
an aspirant for honors in the race for 
supremacy among habitual jail Inhabi- 
tants, was cut short yesterday morn- 
ing when Magistrate Jay, In police 
court, consigned Hugh to three months 
In prison admonishing him to sober up 
and keep clean. 

Inferentially, for ho would never 
consent to definitely state his policy. 
Hugh had three records In view. First 
he aspired to assimilate the entire 
gross output of the breweries; second, 
he strove to outdo all others in tho 
matter of short jail sentences; and 
third, ho ever tried to accumulate non- 
taxable real estate oy the method of 
allowing It to E.clhero to ills person. 

"Whether or not he broke any' or all 
of tho records need not be set forth. 
Certain It is that lie caused the brew- 
eries to work night time and ho as- 
suredly spent most of his time during 
the past month or two in jail. As for 
accumulating real estate he seemed to 
use glue on his lianas and face, and 
neck so thoroughly kalsomined were 
they. 

At the same time Hugh had his nice 
distinctions, his little •'aristocracies.'" 
Note that he never permitted himself 
to be jugged for anything but ineb- 
riety. He allowed himself a few days 
between sentences and periods of ser- 
vitude, to acquire the necessary cash 
and then he acquired the jag as quick- 
ly and gracefully as was consistent 
with his dignity. So thoroughly did 
Hugh assimilated his jag that he In- 
variably landed in jail soon after- 
wards. 

With Hugh started for the free ho- 
tel the court took up the remanded 
case of William Beyhtoh, charged 
with vagrancy. Beynton declared that 
he was employed in his brother's bar- 
ber shop and' as the police lacked con- 
vincing proof that he was not so em- 
ployed, and as 'such employment pre- 
cluded the practicability of charging 
him with vagrancy, the court discharg- 
ed him.

School Board to liistal Fire Es- 
capes and Alarm Systems 
in City Schools 



The school board will follow out 
tho suggestion of Fire Chief Davis 
and make these city schocls which do 
not come up to the standard of the 
chief in the matter of fire protection, 
conform with that official's ideas. Al- 
terations at tho Central school will be 
made, lire escapes put in and an up- 
to-date systjm of lire alarms Installed 
at the Victoria West and oilier schools. 

At last night's meeting of tho school 
board Trustee Rlddell. as chairman of 
the building and grounds committee to 
which tile -matter was referred, re- 
ported that, he had taken the subject 
up with the lire chief and building ln« 
spector. Chief Davis had suggested 
that certain partitions be removed 
from the corridor leading, to the south 
side of the Boys' Central school. A 
lire escape will also lie placed at the 
Girls' Central, though the exact loca- 
tion has not been decided upon. Tills 
fire escape would be useless for chil- 
dren ibesides not giving the necessary 
facility in reaching the ground. The 
board will have to instal the lire es- 
cape as well as lire alarms. These 
alarms will bo so installed that when 
an alarrr. is rung In the schools sound- 
ing In each room, it will also ring in 
at fire headquarters, Very often, in 
case of lire, a teacher will turn in un 
alarm to warn the various classes but 
forget to notify the fire department. 
Cases have occurred in the east where, 
bad the department been also notified 
immediately, it could have reached the 
scene of fire and aided materially in 
iving lives of scholars. Trustee Rld- 
dell stated that Fire Chief Davis is 
now considering tho best style of 
alarm and will report later to the 
board. - ■ 

Trustee Christie opined that this 
was the usual annual scare about In- 
sufficient protection, but Trustee Rid- 
dell remarked that Chief Davis had 
made It clear that greater protection 
must be given. 

Salary Schedule. 

Trustee McNeil, on behalf of the 
special committee appointed to report 
on the application of the aalary sched- 
ule and the question of special teach- 
ers and substitutes, .made a partial 
report dealing only with flit: matter 
of substitutes. In L9Q9 the board paid 
$730.50 for substitutes direct and add- 
ing to that the amount paid to Miss 
Sweet, of the North Ward school, who 
was appointed as a species of assist- 
ant on the Batavlan plan, the total 
outlay was $876.50.. The committee 
recommended that the hoard should 
appoint four extra teachers, one for 
the North Ward.' one in South Park 
and two at the Central schools, That 
would cost $r>G0, making a saving of 
$.115.50 a year. These extra teachers 
would he practically probationers and 
if fount! efficient could be put on the 
permanent staff when required. Un- 
til then they could do substitute work, 
and if not needed In one school could 
be placed In another. 

An Objection. 
Trustee Jay pointed oat that the 
amount paid a substitute is deducted 
from the salary of the teacher for 
whom the substitute is acting and he 
doubted If the difference to be saved 
would 'be nearly as great as that by 
the eomjiiitlee. Unless permanently 
appolntW such teachers would not 
draw the government grant. Trustee 
Mrs. Jenkins 'believed that it would 
be impossible to get good teachers at 
tho minimum salary as the report 
would seem to .suggest. 

Trustee McNeil claimed thai it is 
impossible to get teachers appointed 
for a few days to take an Interest In 
their work but if appointed as sugges- 
ted by tho committee there would he 
the inducement for them to do their 
best with a view of securing a perma- 
nent class. 

At the suggestion of some of the 
board the matter was left over to a 
pecial meeting to be called next 
veek. 

The delay in the completion of the 
purchase of the property on Rank 
street will be considered by tho build- 
ing and grounds committee to which 
the matter was referred There is 
still a. portion of the purchase money 
to be paid but the board had been 
without funds and had tile money been 
paid over the teachers would have 
been ?700 shore in last month's salar- 
ies.

28.— An increase 
of $41,800,602 In United States customs 
receipts in 190!) over 1908 Is shown In 
Collector Leob's annual report, issued 
today. 

The total duties collected at the port 
of New York for 1908, amount to 
$217,602,897. » 

Cold Imports for the year show a 
decrease of approximately $S,<JOU,OOQ. 
Exports of domestic gold, on tho other 
hand, were $138,030,664 in 1909 and

Bill Providing for Appointments 
is Being Drafted—Other 
Important Measures 



Several Interesting pieces of gov- 
ernment legislation are now being pre- 
pared in tho Provincial Secretary's 
department for presentation to. the 
House at its assembling for tho des- 
patch of business on the 20th of Janu- 
ary. 

One of these bills provide for tho 
creation of '.he promised University 
Commission, with which will be left 
absolutely the location of the new 
provincial university, which it is hop- 
ed- to convert into an accomplished 
fact during the ensuing decade. In 
view of possible even it unintentional 
prejudice, the appointees upon this 
commission will exclude McGill and 
Toronto University men and will be 
chosen from the Provinces of Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta, Manitoba, Ontario, 
Quebec and -the Maritime Provinces, 
Ontario being represented by a man 
from Queen's (Kingston) and Quebec 
by a graduate of Laval. 

Another government bill In which 
Hon. Dr. Young Is taking especial In- 
terest provides for compulsory medi- 
cal examination at frequent periods in 
tile public schools throughout the jur- 
isdiction of the city trustee boards, 
which may be counted upon to adopt 
tho principle by this legislation ap- 
proved as In the public interest. The 
examinations prescribed are to be 
made by the resident medical officers 
in each specified district, provision 
for an honorarium r-br the additional 
work being included in the contents 
of the prospective legislation. 

To License Nurses. 

Still another bill contemplates the 
establishment of an association of 
professional nurses and the limitation 
of the practice of nursing; to duly 
qualified and registered practitioners 
of this profession. Until 1912 is al- 
lowed for the registration of nurses 
now engaged In practice throughout 
the province, without special examina- 
tion. Afterwards registration will be 
accomplished by presentation of cer- 
tificates and diplomas from recog- 
nized schools, or upon examination by 
a council of five appointed from active 
nurses graduated at least five years 
and having had two years' teaching 
experience. 

The latter measure is of course very 
much of the. rough as yet, and capable 
of material amendment before it is 
presented to the Legislature for con- 
sideration and endorsement.

With the city council busy prepar- 
ing and passing through as far as pos- 
sible the various by-laws which will 
be submitted to tho ratepayers at the 
forthcomlnc civic election some com- 
ment lias been aroused by the fact that 
so far not a word has been mentioned 
concerning the by-law which must be 
submitted to the ratepayers before full 
effect can be given to the arrangement 
which the city has arrived at between 
the Victoria Terminal Railway & Ferry 
Company anent the location of new 
terminals on Blanchard street at the 
corner of Fisguard street. 

Some time ago the city barrister and 
city solicitor, In whose hands had been 
placed the negotiations for a settle- 
ment with the company, reported that 
such a settlement had been arrived at 
and the council accepted it. All that 
was necessary was to submit a by-law 
to the ratepayers, who must ratify tho 
arrangement which gives over the old 
market building to the city again, re- 
leases the city from paying any bonus 
to the company, relieves the company 
of any claim for interest paid by the 
city on bonds and gives the company 
the right to locate new terminals on 
Blanchard street, the present track 
from the market building to Blanchard 
street to bo torn up and Fisguard 
street along which the present track 
runs repaired by the company. 

Owners Protest. 
But tho owners in tho vicinity of the 
proposed location of the new termin- 
als have been vigorously protesting, 
claiming that to use n portion of that 
thoroughfare for terminals will seri- 
ously affect the value of their holdings. 
This protest has been backed up by 
threats of legal action should the com. 
pany, even if the ratepayers ratify any 
by-law, proceed to establish terminals 
there. 

Matters are now at a standstill and 
it is rumored that with the possible 
trouble ahead the present council is 
content to allow the Incoming board to 
enter into a contest with the indignant 
owners.

That there are many people In Vic- 
toria who know very little about the 
city, the stranger who stops to en- 
quire at night the way to any street 
or locality will noon discover. There 
are people who have lived In the same 
neighborhood for years who cannot 
tell the name or even the direction of 
a street which may be not live blocks 
away. This does not seem to be owing 
to indifference, though truth to tell, 
there sire many who seem to consider 
it a trouble to give Intelligent direc- 
tion to the enquirer. This may seem 
a little thing but visitors judge of 
the citizens by little things. 

The resident who misses the way one 
dav may return on another. But the 
stranger who fails to find a friend or 
acquaintance goes away annoyed and 
disappointed. 

Much of the pleasure in visiting 
many cities is derived from the oblig- 
ing manner of the people one meets. It 
seems as If every man, woman and 
child has made it his or her business 
to know the city and that a pride is 
felt in it which cannot help showing 
itself. No haughty stare or Indifferent 
answer meets the bewildered and per- 
haps timid enquirer. The children are 
polite and eager to give every informa- 
tion concerning the city and the 
traveller whose business or pleasure 
brings him in future, to the vicinity 
of the city is pretty sure, oven at the 
cost of a little delay to visit it again. 
There is much room 111 Victoria for 
the development of civic pride and 
civle Uiilty. It is not only in line 
streets, large buildings, beautiful parks 
and veil kept boulevards that a city 
is to be improved. All these are neces- 
sary, but Victoria will never he as 
attractive a place of residence as it 
should be till we are all, young and 
old, ready to work together for its 
welfare. To do this we must have a 
feeling of goodwill towards all our 
fellow citizens and an attitude of we - 
come towards all strangers. 1 his 1 is 
characteristic of most western cities 
a ,„l Victorians should yield to 1 none 
either in hospitality or in dlsintel ested 
loyalty to their city. 

We are reminded that in every dis- 
trict and city of the province, women 
are eligible for school trustees. This 
is as it should be. If there are women 
who have the time, the ability and the 
intelligence to devote to the service el 
the children, there is no good reason 
why they should not be allowed to do 
so. f „ 

In our own city the presence 01 a 
lady 011 the -schoolboard has been 
found of great advantage. It ought 
not to be forgotten by the electors 
that the school trustees who perform 
their duties efficiently give them very 
valuable and gratuitous service, fso 
one who thinks of the amount of 
money expended in a growing city 
and of the number of matters of all 
kinds that come up before the school- 
board can fail to appreciate at some- 
thing like its true value, the sen-ice ol 
the school trustee. The pity is that 
more men and women of high attain- 
ments, good business ability and sound 
Judgment could not be Induced to of- 
fer their services to the city to serve 
in the capacity. The importance 01 
civic government is not sufficiently 
appreciated. Especially is this the case, 
with regard to the board of school 
trustees. Yet the future of Victoria to 
a very great extent, must depend on 
the training which the children re- 
ceive in the schools and what Is more 
important, so does the future of the 
boys and girls themselves. 

This training to no small extent Is 
under the control of the board of 
school trustees. When this is remem- 
bered it will l>e seen that great care 
should be exercised In electing the 
members of the schoolboard. 

It seems rather inconsistent that al- 
though women may be school trustees, 
no mothers, except tin' few who are 
property owners may have a voice in 
the election of those whose influence 
over the present and future welfare of 
their children is so great. There Is lit- 
tle doubt that in the near future wo- 
men will have the opportunity given 
them in this, and in other provinces 
to exercise the school franchise. In 
this respect the women of Great Brit- 
ain at-G in advance of those in Canada. 
It has for many years been conceded 
thai, tile' administration of the educa- 
tional .affairs of the kingdom is one 
for Which their talents especially fit 
them.

complaints that children coming from 
the other provinces and from the Unit- 
ed States are placed too low down In 
the schools. 'Because In one or more 
subjects a pupil is not up with his 
grado he Is forced to spend the greater 
part of his day marking time. He ac- 
quires a distaste for his work and 
loses all ambition. It not Infrequently 
happens that such pupils excel in some 
subjects in which the classes into 
which they are refused 1 admission ure 
deficient. The boy who does not know 
anything of Knglish History may have 
an excellent knowledge of literature 
and of what. Is going on In the world 
around him. The little English girl 
who cannot solve a difficult question 
in arithmetic may be able to write an 
excellent composition and to read with, 
superior taste and expression. To keep 
these children from progressing for 
months and perhaps years, In those 
studies in which they take a pleasure 
while they tire acquiring a knowledge 
of those in which they are deficient 
is a real hardship and one which sends 
many a bright boy or girl from school. 

It ought to be possible, even in a 
graded school to give such imp! Is a 
chance to bring themselves up to their 
grado, while they associate with their 
equals in intellectual development. 

Parents are very often themselves 
to blame In this respect. A half hour's 
conversation with the teacher or prin- 
cipal would often give a knowledge of 
the pupils real attainments and ability 
which the natural diffidence of the 
child may conceal tilf tl Is thought too 
late to make a change. At all events, 
I he matter is one well worthy of the 
attention of the superintendent of city 
schools and of the teachers. Children 
who are happy and contented al school 
do much to reconcile their parents to 
residence in a city even where in oth- 
er respects, conditions may not be per- 
j feet. On tlie other hand most parents 
are ready to sacrifice much that their 
I boys and girls may enjoy the best 
educational advantages. 

Between thirty and forty years ago 
from every part of eastern Canada 
young farmers were leaving for North 
Dakota. In those days Canadians did 
not dream of complaining because 
their boys went west to better their 
fortunes. Now the tide has turned ami 
the sons of the men who went to the 
United States In the late seventies 
are returning with their neighbors and 
friends to the wheatflelds of the middle 
west. More than three thousand have 
come across the border. This is only 
part of the immigration which during 
the past ten months has amounted to 
nearly ten thousand. Efforts are be- 
ing made to persuade the United 
States farmers to remain in the land 
of their nativity or their adoption. As 
long as fortunes are to be made in 
the wheatflelds of Alberta it Is doubt- 
ful if theso efforts will be successful. 
Canada is, of course, glad to have 
farmers who are already masters of 
their trade. After all, it may be doubt- 
ed whether Canada lias In the past 
been altogether a loser because her 
sons and daughters left her to help in 
building up the United States or 
whether the United States will suffer 
greatly because families arc now leav- 
ing for Canada. However, that may 
be it is better to accept the inevitable 
with a good grace. Hitherto the pres- 
ence of their sons and daughters in 
the States was a link connecting the 
people of Canada with the Republic. 
Now the presence of their children in 
Canada will give the people of the 
United States an Interest In things 
Canadian. All this makes for the 
friendship that should characterize 
neighbors and relatives. 

English newspapers and English 
public men are concerning themselves 
about the fate of tin- unmarried daugh- 
ters of the middle classes. These same 
daughters have taken the solution of 
the problem of life into their own 
hands. They are iltting themselves for 
useful employments and do not pro- 
pose to wait till some Prince Charm- 
ing comes to carry them away to his 
castle Their brothers and their friends 
have left the country to make their 
homes and do their work In different 
parts of the empire, They do not pro- 
pose to remain at home; in enforced 
ldeness or in a purposeless activity. 
They are preparing themselves to be 
teachers, gardeners, or housekeepers. 
If there is no work for them at home 
they will cross the ocean and bring to 
the overseas dominions their culture, 
their industry and their ability. Can- 
ada will welcome them. There Is, room 
here for every woman who knows how 
to work and is willing to do what 
over sin- can find to do. That these 
ladies will teach many of us in Can- 
ada that there is a dignity in labor 
which we an- too much inclined to 
despise is more than likely. That, on 
their part Hew will hud happiness In 
the freedom and life of a new coun- 
try. 

WOMAN'S WORK

VENEZUELAN TROUBLE 

Negotiations With France BraUen Off 
on Account of Reparation De- 
mand. 



CARACAS, Dec. 28. — The Venezuelan 
government has terminated' the diplo- 
matic mission of Dr. Carlos Grlsantl 
to France because France insists up- 
on the arbitration of the claims of 
the French citizens expelled from 
Carupano by Castro. Venezuela buse3 
its action on the treaty of 188"'. Dr. 
GrisantI, who was appointed diploma- 
tic agent to France and Holland last 
August, will continue negotiations 
witli the latter country, looking to the 
ro-cstabllshment of mutual friendly 
relations. 

In February, 1H0S, President Castro 
expelled from Carupano the Spanish 
vice-consul and eight French mer- 
chants. The reasons for this action 
were not divulged, but It served to 
increase the resentment of the French 
public against Castro's treatment of 
foreigners. 

President Gomez, on assuming office 
declined to accept responsibility for 
all Castro's actions, and It was for the 
purpose at negotiating a settlement uf 
certain claims which Franco and Hol- 
land had set up that he sent Dr. Grls- 
anti to those countries. The French 
government has insisted upon full re- 
paration.

Discussing the outbreak of the tong 
wars at the banquet, Dr. Wu said: "In 
China we know how to' deal witli such 
people.

WASHINGTON. Deo. 2S.— To pro- 
cure a higher degree of proficiency 
among the naval militia of the vari- 
ous states, Acting Secretary VVIrithrop 
of the navy department today directed 
that a four inch grin equipped with 
Morris tubes be s^-nt to each of the 
naval military armories throughout the 
country, for training purposes.

OTTAWA. Dec. 28— Among the mat- 
ters engaging the attention of Hon.

NEW GAS DISCOVERED 

Neon Thought to Bo Cause of Aurora 
Borealis Phenomenon — Interest- 
ing Experiments. 



BOSTON, Dec. 28.— Neon, a newly 
discovered gas, is the cause of the au- 
rora borealis. according to a statement 
made by Dr. W. 1,. Dudley, of Vander- 
bllt University, of Nashville, Tenn., bo- 
fore the division of physical and inor- 
ganic chemists nt today's session of 
the association for tho advancement of 
science. 

Dr. Dudley showed what he said was 



the only sample of neon In this country. 
It requires over a hundred tons of uir 
to get a pint of It. 

Dr. Dudley has discovered that the. 
friction of neon against mercury in a 
Crooks tube produces a yellow light, 
and when held near a wireless coil, 
Hertzian waves will illuminate tho gas. 
Dr. Dudley's conclusions are that at 
the magnetic poles of the earth, neon, 
under high pressure because of cold, is 
acted upon by magnetic currents, thus 
producing tho aurora borealis, a phe- 
nomenon that has always puzzled sci- 
entists. 



CONSUL STICKS 



Rofusos to Take Orders From New 
Government of Nicaragua, Which 
He Holds Unconstitutional. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28. — Pi,-> Polanos, 
the Nicaragua!! consul in New York, 
refuses to take seriously his discharge 
as consul by the new Madriz govern- 
ment at Managua. The consul declares 
that he will not recognize the order 
from Managua cancelling his patents 
and relieving hjm of his duties as con- 
sul. Today he gave the text of tho 
following cablegram he had sent to 
Mangua: "Baca, Managua. I will not 
receive any orders from you, being 
convinced that they arc not from a 
constitutional government, and I will 
not receive orders in tho future -unless 
it is from a government which is 
recognized by the United States. 
(Signed) Consul Bolanos." 

"Tills despatch," said Air. Bolanos, 
"was sent in reply to a communica- 
tion received in tills consulate by a 
gentleman calling himself Minister 
General, from Baca, at Managua, and 
advising the consul that his letjters 
patent had been cancelled. I main- 
tain that tile government now estab- 
lished at Managua by Jose Aladrlz is 
not recognized by the United States 
and thu other republics of Central 
America, and in consequence the orders 
Issued from Madriz are void."

The Late Hugh Fletcher. 

The -Victoria, press paid its tributes 
to tlip riieriiory of the lath Hugh 
Fletcher when the news of Iila demise 
>vns flashed over the wires n few 
months use. It is Impossible to over- 
estimate the value of his services to 
the cause of science tind mining H Is 
particularly gratifying to llud that a 
permanent memorial to the memory of 
so good a man is already contemplated. 
The Mining Alliance of Nova .Scotia, of 
ivhicli he was an honorary member, has 
assumed tho tasl; of collecting sub- 
scrlptions for this memorial. Alter 
careful Inquiries it was decided that a 
memorial library of mining and Rcoloi;y 
Was the most appropriate both ;is a per- 
petual monument and' au a tribute that 
Mr. Fletcher himself would have ap- 
proved. In order that tills library 
should he of the greatest accessibility 
and utility to the whole province It was 
deemed best tlmt it should be placed in 
the New Technical College at Halifax. 

A special committee of the Mining So- 
ciety approached' the government in this 
connection and was frqely aeeorded per- 
mission to placq such, a library in the 
Technical College junder . the . chpr'ge. of 
their competent librarian. Further than 
this tho government showed Its hearty 
sympathy with tile movement by offer- 
ing all the books on mining and geology 
in the Provincial Sclenco Library as a 
nucleus for the Fletcher Library and 
agreeing also to provide tin.' library 
furnishings for this collection. By 
placing the library In the Technical 
t'ollego it will be used by the engi- 
neering- students there, by the public 
iO Halifax and visitors in the city. 

It Is the intention also to send hooks 
m anyone in Nova Scotia who will pay 
express charges.. The Hugh Fletcher 
Memorial Library will bo a separate 
and distinct entity by itself although a 
department of the Provincial Science Li- 
brary and the former will hnve n suit- 
able bronze plate outlining the life and 
service of the man to whom it is dedi- 
cated. 

in order that the library shall he ade- 
quate in these departments of mining 
and geology, it is necessary that the' 
sum of $-i.3no he raised. Of this amount 
$4,000 will be invested by n hoard of 
trustees and tia> Income Will lie used 
each year to purchase hooks on the 
above-mentioned subjects. The selec- 
tion of the hooks will be left to the 
president of the Technical College nnd 
the librarian The $3' .1 will be used to 
purchase a suitable bronze plato out- 



lining the life and accomplishments of 
Hugh Fletcher, and tho dedication of 
the library to his memory. Besides tills 
plate there Will also he purchased an 
engraved hook platc of tasteful design, 
a copy of which shall be Inserted In 
each book belonging to tho Memorial 
Library.

idea possibly not dead yet? Herein lies 
the insidiqushess of C. O. The pre- 
ponderance of C. O. would bo rather a 
fortunate circumstance ami so also 
would he a reduction In the 
oxygen percentage present in the 
mina air. Either or these conditions 
would operate to put out tho lights, and 
being unable to proceed, the dead res- 
cuers might have been alive today. .An- 
other medical gentleman was very near- 
ly added to the list of victims, in a 
recent explosion. It Is difficult to fur- 
nish adequato reason for rushing for- 
ward into an environment altogether 
new. Probably the reader will object to 
these remarks and insist that a laudahlo 
object — that of saving life— was the 
incentive. In this the writer fully con- 
curs, but It is well to remember on oc- 
casions like tills that would be rescu- 
ers are callable of greater service when 
alive than dead. In the words of Dr. 
Leonard Hill: "No amount of enthus- 
iastic courage avails, and it Is very 
foolish to enter such places without a 
dress." One might add, "or at any rule 
urn 1 the ventilation is partially re- 
stored."

In view of the controversy on coal 
dust as an explosive agent, it is inter- 
esting to learn that, the verdict in the 
Dnrran explosion inquest is that tile 
men lost their lives "as the result of | E 
an explosion of coal dust caused by 
shot-firing," and that the live men 
named were killed by afterdamp when 
engaged in an attempt at rescue.

AWAITING NEWS 

OF PLUMMETS CREW 

1 Scant Hope Held That They May 
Have Been Taken Off by a Pas- 
sing Steamer 

No further news lias been received 
te nding to solve the mystery as to the 
fate of Capt. Hansen and the thirteen 
men who left Everett with him on 
hoard tlie tour-masted schooner Susie 
M. Plummer on December G for San 
Pedro, and much interest Is being 
taken. The hope is expressed that l he. 
men were taken from the disabled 
schooner by a passing vessel. Consid- 1 
orable anioty is expressed, however, by j 
friends of Capt. Harry Hansen, com- | 
mander of the Plummer, and those ac- 
quainted with her crew. 

At the home of Capt. Hansen, 815 
Fortieth street, Oakland, Cal., his 
young wife, to whom a child lias been 
born since her husband sailed on the 
voyage, is waiting anxiously for news 
ami the first intimation that her sea- 
faring husband is still alive. 

The owners of the vessel believe 
Capt. Hansen and his crew >vere picked 
up by a sailing vessel either hound for 
some more distant coast port or on an 
j offshore voyage, for had the shlp- 
I wrecked mariners been taken off the 
| dismantled schooner by a passing 
I steamer they would have reached port 
i long before til is. 

It is surmised that the schooner must 
have encountered the heavy weather 
Which raged off tin: coast about two 
I weeks ago, in which a number of mail- 
ing ships were in distress, and that the 
crew either decided that it was neces- 
sary to take to the boats or were taken 
off by another vessel. 

As the wrecked schooner was lum- 
ber laden, she did not sink, and, ac- 
cording to the report of tho "ivaga 
Ma.ru, was drifting in the ocean, a 
menace to navigation. It is probable 
that the wreck win drift on the Van- 
couver Island const. 

The Plummer was one of the best 
known four-mast schooners in the 
coastwise traffic. She had made many 
voyages on the coast, and had the repu- 
tation of being a good sailer. Captj 
Hansen who has had her for six years, 
is credited with considerable experi- 
ence on tho coast, and hia friends be- 
lieve lie and his crow are safe. 

The time that has elapsed between 
ilia storm nnd the reporting of the 
Schooner Is abandoned, (luring which 
nothing has been heard from the men, 
makes the outlook less hopeful, and It 
Is feared that all hands may have been

Denying tlie report that the Schu- 
bach-Hamllton Steamship Company 
of Seattle is preparing to enter the. 
coastwise steamship trade and that 
his firm has bought the steamships 
Yale and Harvard for that purpose, 
President Albert Schubach. of tho 
company, this morning said ho did not 
believe tho well-known boats of the 
New York-Boston run had been sold 
to Western interests nor did he ex- 
pect to ever sea them come here. 

Tho only possible reason for con- 
necting our namo with the Yale and 
Harvard is the fact that more than a 
year ago we negotiated with Eastern 
capitalists interested in the vessels to 
bond them and send them out here to 
operate on this coast," he said. "The 
deal fell through because tho boats 
were doing so well on the run at that 
time. If these sumptuous boats can- 
not bo made to pay on their present 
run they cannot be made to pay on 
any routo on the Pacific. Coast." 

Tho dispatch from San Francisco 
which Is denied in toto by President 
Schubach follows: 

"With the triple-screw turblncrs 
Yale and Harvard, of tho defunct Me- 
tropolitan Steamship Company, as the 
nucleus of a fleet of fast modern 
steamships, the Sehubach-Hamllton 
Steamship Company of Seattle, own- 
ers of the steamship St. Orolx, which 
was burned to the water's edge off 
Point Duma late in November, will re- 
enter the Pacific Coast passenger 
business in 1910, according to reports 
hero today. 

"Negotiations for the purchase of tho 
Yale and Harvara, which are twenty- 
five knot boats, havo been on the tapis 
for moire than a year between tho 
Sehubach-Hamllton- Company and the 
assignees of the Metropolitan Steam- 
ship Company. It had at first been 
intended to obtain tho $2,000,000 Bos- 
ton-New York steamships with the St. 
Croix, hut owing to some unsatisfac- 
tory details of the transfer, It Is said, 
the contract for the sale of the tur- 
blncrs was temporarily abandoned. 

"Tho purchase of the Yale and Har- 
vard, it is said, marks the beginning 
of another passenger rate war on the 
Pacific Coast. These steamships are 
modern and swift and may he operat- 
ed at a comparatively low cost." 



CRUISERS DRIVE 
OUT POACHERS 



Activity of Kestrel and William 
Jolliffe Protecting Fishing 
Banks 



Sado Maru, of the N, Y, K„ 

Was the Scene of 
Carnage 



The activity of the Canadian gov- 
ernment fisheries steamer Kestrel, and 
the chartered steamer William Jolliffe 
on the halibut banks of the northern 
coast of British Columbia has result- 
ed in practically driving tlie American 
fishing fleet at one time engaged in 
poaching, into Alaskan waters. Dur- 
ing the past few months the Canadian 
fisheries protective steamers have been 
closely guarding tlie banks inside the 
three mile limit in Hecate strait, Dix- 
on Entrance, and other northern wat- 
ers, keeping American boats on tlie 
move and ousting them from the shel- 
ter of Canadian harbors when the 
weather was such as to permit them 
to take to the open sea. This forc- 
ing of the American fishing boats out 
of the harbors has caused them no end 
of worry and financial loss, a number 
of steamers having lost anchors and 
chains lately while trying to weather 
out storms in the open. Whenever the 
weather will permit tho Kestrel and 
William Jolliffe to go outside, the Am- 
erican steamers are forced to leave the 
protection of any harDor they may be 
found in. 

The Kestral has arrived at Van- 
couver to permit Captain Newcombe 
to testlfj at the trial of the American 
steamer Levi Woodbury, captured last 
summer by the Kestrel, and seized on 
the ground of alleged poaching. This 
trial will open in Vancouver today. 
Practically all the smaller halibut 
boats flying the American flag have 
left Canadian waters this winter be- 
cause of activity of the Canadian 
cruisers. They, arc nearly all auxil- 
iary gasoline schooners, and are now 
operating on tlie banks of the Alas- 
ka coast, Tho. American steamers, 
are better fitted than power boats for 
weathering storms In tho open, and 
are still fishing In Hecate strait, are 
being kept outside the three nillo limit 
by the cruisers. • >

Fishing-Steamor Damaged, 

The steamer New. England, which 
arrived last week utter going ashore 
at Lima Passage is now undergoing 
repairs at tho B. C. Marino Railway 
at Vancouver. Tho Celestial Empire 
which beached Vancouver yesterday 
with 140,000 lbs. of halibut, reports a 
broken wheel which will necessitate 
her being hauled out and she also lost 
gear to the value of $,soti. Tho Man- 
hattan, which Is due today has also a 
new propeller to put on niW'so three 
vessels of the same fleet will bo out 
of commission. 



Tho rearrangement ot the Nippon 
Yuseh kaisha's transpacific steamship 
lino at the beginning of the new year 
will bring some vessels with historic 
associations to this port, none more so 
than the steamer Sado Maru. With 
the Awa Maru, Sanuki Maru, Tamba 
and Inaba Maru, the Sado Maru is to 
be transferred from the European fleet 
—tlie line from Yokohama to London. 

This steamer with the Hitachi Maru 
was engaged in carrying troops and 
munitions of war, including heavy 
siege guns from Sasebo for the siege 
at Port Arthur when attacked by Ad- 
miral Skrydloff's cruisers from Vladi- 
vostok, the Russians having taken ad- 
vantage of a fog to make a disastrous 
raid on tho transports. The cruiser 
Gromobol was seen first looming out 
of the fog from the Hitachi Maru on 
that fateful June, morning in the Gon- 
kai Soa. Tho cruiser signalled tho 
transport to stop and fired a blank 
charge, but Capt. Campbell, the cour- 
ageous British shipmaster in charge, 
steamed full speed. The Russian gun- 
ners poured in a disastrous bombard- 
ment. The Sado Maru, which was a 
short distance . away, turned to run, 
With RyS'Jian cruiser in pursuit, and 
when about ten shots were fired into 
her the engines were disabled. Mean- 
while two cruisers poured a raking 
fire into the Hitachi Maru, sweeping 
her decks with shrapnel. Capt. Ander- 
son was in command of the Sado 
Maru, and, on the signal being shown 
from the Russian cruiser that non- 
combatants would be taken off, he 
and a boat's crew went to the Russian 
cruiser. Several hundred soldiers were 
also taken off. A number committed 
suicide on the deck. After firing two 
torpedoes against the englneroom com- 
partment the Russians went off to as- 
sist those bombarding the Hitachi 
Maru, it being considered that the 
Sado Maru would sink. She did not. 
The transport remained afloat and was 
afterward, some days after, towed Into 
Nagasaki, where she was later repaired 
and returned to the Nippon Yusen 
kalsha porvice. 

A Cruel Incident. 
' Tho Hitachi Mam's fate was one of 
the crudest incidents of a cruel war. 
The steamer which lies at the bottom 
Of the Seu of Japan — the present Hit- 
achi Maru Is a new vessel — was like 
a shambles on that June morning. The 
soldiers would not surrender and the 
Russian qulckfirers worked havoc on 
the decks. The. carnage was awful, 
i The plates were strewn with corpses 
and flowed with streams of blood. The 
staterooms, which once carried tour- 
ists, were splintered and wrecked, and 
mangled bodies lay over the thresholds. 
Wounded clung, groaning to the rails, 
while the steamer rolled in tho heavy 
sea helplessly, the engines not work- 
ing and no helmsman guiding her. 
And all the while tlie Russian quick- 
firers belched shrapnel that tore, 
shrieking, through the deckhouses and 
killed horses and men on the death - 
strewn decks. The cruisers were" on 
either side ami their bombardment was 
terrific. The scene on the vessel's 
deck was described by one of the sur- 
vivors, a sergeant, as "a living hell." 
Another said "it was a horror of which 
I have no words to tell." The dead 
were piled In heaps, the wounding lv 
ing all about groaning in agony. To 
end the tragedy some sought to net 
the steamer on fire, but the flames 
made, little progress. Another blaze 
was started on the upper deck by th 
enemy's fire, but, like tho other, it 
made little progress. One shell which 
struck the magazine laden with pow- 
der exploded it and two hundred •M ere 
killed as a result. This explosion, nnil 
a shot which pierced the stern, aided 
the sinking of the vessel. , 
Burn the Flag. 
Lieut. Colonel Suchl, who was in 
command of the troops on the trans- 
port, ordered Lieut. Okubo to destrov 
the regimental flag. He took It from 
the jackstaff and burned it. Better 
this, they thought, than that It should 
fall into the hands of the enemy. 
Limit. Col. Suchl destroyed the docu- 
ments on board, and then he knelt 
down on the steamer's dock and dis- 
embowelled himself. All tho while a. 
fierce gun fire continued to sweep the 
deck. The Russia had come closer, so 
close that she was almost touching 
the doomed steamer. Klin was so close 
that the remaining officers drew their 
swords and shouted to the .surviving 
soldiers to repel any boarders who 
came over the rail. The fire at such 
close range cut down many and in the 
midst of the dead and wounded lying 
crowded on the decks officers and men 
were kneeling and ripping their bowels 
with swords and. dirks and bayonets- 
committing "harlkarl" as their Samu- 
rai forbears did. Some fell on their 
swords; others shot themselves. Others 
killed comrades with revolvers anil 
then killed themselves with their 
swords In the orthodox style of old 
Japan. Amid all the scenes of death 
and suicide many wounded called for 
belli, and soldiers were bandaging their 
wounds while the splintering shrapnel 
tore overhead. Finally the ship settled 
and foundered. Tlie purser lumped 
from tlie bridge, and Capt. Campbell, 
who had been kneeling for some min- 
utes on tho stumps of his logs, torn off 
by a Russian shell, jumped or fell from 
the bridge and was not. seen again. 
Many others jumped overboard; some 
stayed to sink with the steamer. One 
soldier sat bandaging tho arm of a 
comrade until the end. A man picked 
from (he water told how he had called 
upon him to save himself, but the sol- 
dier waved a farewell and remained 
Another survivor said there were at 
least a hundred in the water near him 
when he sprang overboard, He was 
picked up by a fishing junk after drift- 
ing on wreckage for three hours. There 
were but thirty-seven men rescued 
from the sea, and many of these wero 
WOUn ded. 

The Sado Maru. 

The Sadp Maru meanwhile had 
drifted away in the. fog. She did not 
founder, and those who had been pre- 
paring to suicide, made rafts and then 
manned tho pumps. For thirty hours 
they took turns at the; pumps and 
eventually brought the crippled Bteajn- 



■cr to port. She was clocked at Naga- 
saki and repaired and after the war 
resumed service in the Nippon Yusen 
kalsha, being one of the: steamers 
used on tho European run. "With the 
changes In consequence of the now 
subsidy laws, under which the older 
steamers are being transferred to the 
transpacific service, tho Sado Maru is 
scheduled to come here. The trans- 
pacific service is to be a monthly one, 
instead of fortnightly as heretofore, 
but tho European service will be -ac- 
celerated. Commencing, on January 1 
the Japanese lino will add six steam- 
ers to the European line, and a call 
at Marseilles will be made hereafter 
fortnightly instead of monthly as at 
present. Tho run from .Kobe to Lon- 
don is to bo cut down two days, the 
schedule providing for a. 45-day trip 
instead of 17 days as heretofore. 

The steamer Shinano Maru, now on 
tho way here, la tho last of tho old 
fleet to make the trip across tho Pa- 
cific. She left Yokohama on her last 
trip on December 22 and Is due here 
about January 5, She will be followed 
by the Awa Mnru, first of tho Euro- 
pean liners transferred to tho service, 
in mid-January. 

MINNIE A. CAINE 

ARRI VES I'M DISTRESS 

Battered by Typhoon and With Crew 
Half-Starved and Captain Dying, 
She Reaches Hoquiam. 



Tho overdue schooner Minnie A. 
Cainc, !I7 days from Haiphong for Pu- 
get Sound, has put Into Hoquiam In 
distress. With her crew half starved, 
having been on short rations for more 
than three weeks, Capt. Olson lying on 
bis deathbed, only a sack of flour and 
a few handfuls of beans left in the 
galley, the schooner Minnie A. Calne, 
arrived at tho Gray's harbor port yes 
tcrday. Tho Calne was en route to 
Belllngham, but was picked up off tho 
entrance to Cray's Harbor and the 
crew asked to bo towed to Hoquiam 
The voyage was one of suffering and 
privation and many of the crew show- 
ed evidence of the terrible strain 
through which they went. 

Tho Calne left Halpong for Bcliing- 
ham, September 20. All was fair 
aboard until well off the coast of 
China when the schooner .struck a 
typhoon. For more than 2G hours she 
was tossed about like a cork. The 
sails wore torn and whipped into 
shreds, while the rigging suffered from 
tho wind. 

After the storm new sails were pro- 
pared and tho vessel was once more 
under way. Later a large amount of 
provisions wore discovered spoiled and 
had to bo thrown Into tho sea. From 
then on, tho men wore put on short 
rations. When they reached hero they 
wero very weak from lack of food. 

Tom Endreson, son of Chris. En- 
drescn, of Hoiiuiam, who mude the 
voyage, says it was tho worst he ever 
experienced. Young Endreson, whoso 
normal stature Is large, is a mero sha- 
dow of his former self. When he loft 
China ho weighed more than 200 
pounds and now ho will not tip the 
scales above 100 pounds. 

Capt. Olson was compelled to take 
to his hod a week ago, suffering from 
heart trouble. His condition is so 
alarming that it was not considered 
advisable to move him to the hospital. 
If he lives the night through, he will 
bo moved today. 



GALLANT RESCUE 

IN NORTH SEA 



Trawler's Crew Takes Off Nineteen 
Men From a Sinking Collier 
During Heavy Gain 

News of the gallant rescue of nine- 
teen men from the sunken collier .Katy, 
with 3,000 tons of coal for Hamburg, 
during the recent gales in the North 
Sea by the trawler Galatea is given In 
English mails just received. The Katy 
encountered terrible weather: her No. 
2 hatchway was carried off, tho lower 
bridge was smashed, several boats 
swept overboard, and the vessel thrown 
upon her beam ends by the sea. Flares 
were shown throughout the. night, but 
the gale showing no abatement, tho 
rapidly inpouring water washed the 
coal out of the holds and finally ex- 
tinguished the engine-room fires. She 
was then utterly helpless. Next day the 
Galatea came alongside, but it was not 
until the following day that any ropes 
could bo passed. They quickly snapped, 
however. The next morning two steel 
hawsers were made fast, and Captain 
Paulson and his crew got Into the sole 
remaining lifeboat, and were, taken on 
board the trawler, which then com- 
meced to tow the steamer. Alter tow- 
ing her throughout tho day, the con- 
tinuous sea which swept the steamer's 
decks had filled tho vessel and she be- 
gan to founder. To save the trawler 
from being dragged down, the towing 
rope had to bo cut away, and the Katy 
soon afterwards went down. 

Tho captain. Interviewed, said it was 
the worst gale he had ever encount- 
ered. After the first damage he tried 
to effect repairs, but the extinguishing 
of the fires loft him helpless. lie and 
the whole, of the crew had lost every- 
thing they possessed. He wished to 
express his deep gratitude to tho skip- 
per and crew of tho trawler for the 
heroism and help they had shown.

mand they would stiffen as a result 
of tho paucity of tonnage, but tlie 
present outlook is that tlie demand 
will be lacking for some time unless 
the coal trade brings about a change 
In conditions. Tho German ship Ed- 
mund left San Francisco in ballast 
this week, and the British steamer 
Belle of Spain and British ship Stron- 
sa left the Sound in ballast, while it 
Is understood that the only other 
French vessel left idle on the coast 
will also be ordered away to seek a 
charter elsewhere. Tho ship Shenan- 
doah has been fixed to load scrap iron 
for New York, and the British BarH 
entlno Everett o. c.riggs has gone to 
Pugct Sound to finish discharging 
leaving only one free vessel at San 
Francisco, with the exception' of a few 
locally owned vessels which might be 
suitable for lumber. 

"Tho conditions in Australia which 
will militate against tlie outward 
chartering of bottoms may he of as- 
sistance to foreign steam craft on this 
Bide of the Pacific, as the lack of 
shipment of coal from Newcastle- to 
San Francisco and "West Coast ports 
will lead to an increased Inquiry for 
tho British Columbia fuel, provided tho 
mines over on Vancouver island are 
In a position to deliver cargoes. 

"The temporary scarcity of steam 
tonnage may result in tin.' chartering 
of a few sailers to "handle coal, pro- 
vided tlie mines can produce the 
freight. 

"The call for coal from San Fran- 
cisco is expected to be echoed by West 
Coast and Central American ports, 
although the thinning out of disengag- 
ed steam tonnage on tho North Pa- 
cific and the demand from California, 
and Mexico may put tho rates beyond 
reach of South American ports.

The first cold snap of the 
winter lias been experienced, the ther- 
mometer registering 22 degrees to 26 
degrees below zero every morning lor 
the hist three days. Today is very 
mild. This is the first time in five 
years that the thermometer has regis- 
tered lower than 10 degrees below zero 
before January, that generally being 
the coldest month. Six years ago it 
was IS degrees below in November for 
a few days. 

The aieighroad from Aldcrmerc to 
Htizelton Is in good shape, and the 
sleighing good. Tho Bulkley ranchers 
are taking advantage of this and arc 
I hauling in their winter supplies and 
l machinery for next year. The winter 
lias come on fully, six weeks earlier 
than Is generally the ease, which means 
that cattle will have to be fed earlier, 
but there is plenty of hay. Although 
the last season was a wet and miser- 
able one for curing hay, timothy grew 
splendidly, yielding from 2 1-2 to 4 
tons to tlie acre. Cereals such as oats, 
wheat, barley, etc., did well but owing 
to the unusually wet weather it was 
a difficult crop to harvest. Tlie root 
crops wire splendid, cabbages, turnips, 
carrots, beets, onions, potatoes, etc., 
giving an excellent yield. The potato 
crop especially was hard to beat, as 
much as IS to 20 tons to the acre being 
raised. This gives an idea of the fer- 
tility of the Bulkley Valley soil and 
naturally the farmers are quite jubil- 
ant, for good crops will command n 
good price, with tile advent of railway 
construction through tlie valley next 
.\ear.

MARKET OUT 



Fears of State Regulation and 
Dearer Money Restrain 
Speculation 



NEW YORK. Dec. 2S.— In the stock 
market proper Rock Island fell Into the 
background today after its highly sen- 
sational performances of yesterday. 
These performances, left an impression 
on the' minds of traders - that a secur- 
ity capable, of such eccentric and inex- 
plicable action might carry with it haz- 
ards in the handling, which discouraged 
attempts to experiment with It. Tho 
supposition continued to gain force that 
reckless and blundering misapplication 
of manipulative methods were at the 
bottom of tho incident and that the 
buying of the stock up to SI came not 
from frightened shorts, but from the 
speculative party which lias managed 
tho advance. 

The matter having taken on the pro- 
portions of a scandal, and the stock 
exchange committee appointed to inves- 
tigate it being engaged during the day 
in the work, the subject was kept In a 
conspicuous place in the day's events. 
It was remembered that the Hughes 
commission had secured assurances 
from the stock exchango authorities of 
their confidence In their ability to con- 
trol and prevent flagrant manipulation, 
such as led up to the A. O, Brown .t 
Co. failure ot" i DOS, and to' the appoint- 
ment of the state commission. It was 
the character of these assurances that 
influenced the commission to recommend 
against attempts lo regulate the abuse 
by legislation. The fact that these 
recommendations are still In the hands 
of the governor and subject, to further 
action, Increases the interest of the 
stock market element In tho, matter. 

From Washington also came a report 
that the federal authorities were show- 
ing renewed interest in the question of 
possible regulation of speculative deal- 
ings in futures. Tills was accompanied 
by Intimations of an early submission 
to congress of a special message of 
President Taft, dealing with proposed
